MINNEAPOLIS (UP*—Sen. Esto* 
Kefauver jubilantly claimed today 
the Democratic tide had turned in 
hi> favor on the strength of a stun­ 
ning upset victory over Adlai Ste­ 
venson in Minnesota’s presidential 
primary. 


He won decisively in six of the 
state's nine congressional districts 
and held a narrow lead in a sev­ 
enth where only two late precincts 
remained to be reported. 
Steven­ 
son won one district and held an 
indecisive lead in another. 
In the state’s 3rd District, Ke- 
fanver moved into a 33,890 to 33,- 
603 lead with only two Washington 
County precincts unreported. 
II 
appeared possible the outcome in 
that district might have to await 
the report of the canvassing board. 
Snowbound 
roads delayed the 
count in some northwestern Min­ 
nesota counties and returns tradi­ 
tionally come in by canoe from 
some precincts in the roadless wil­ 
derness area of the northeast.

HERTER GOT IN TOUCH with 
Kurt Hahn. He had known him in 
Berlin before the war as German 
Foreign Officer in charge of Amer­ 
ican affairs. 
Hahn reported that 
most 
of Germany 
was without 
food and the whole country was in j 
danger of being taken over by 
Communists. 
Herter reported this to Herbert 
Hoover, then head of American 
Relief 
Administration 
in Paris. 
{Vernon Kellogg, one of Hoover’s 
; aides, joined Herter and Hahn. 
Within 24 hours, food began to 
I flow'. 
Within two weeks the pro­ 
visional German government re­ 
gained control of the country and 
{the Communist agents were driv­ 
en out of the German army. 
Herter’s second story was about 
his trip to Russia two years later. 
to survey famine conditions. 
In 
one area IOO miles long he found 
no human being alive. 
Ten mil­ 
lion people had died of starvation 
in Europe’s greatest disaster. 
And yet. Herter learned, while 
the 
Russian peqple 
were dying. 
the 
Red government in Moscow 
was selling its grain reserves for 
gold, to strengthen the Communist 
dictatorship. 


HERTER 
JUMPED to Yugo­ 
slavia, 1945, for his third story. He 
had been assigned to survey the 
postwar situation in that ravished 
country. A Yugoslav woman offi­ 
cial of 31 was attached to his mis­ 
sion on orders of Marshal Tito. 
She was a French-educated, but 
Moscow-trained, 
Communist 
or­ 
ganizer. 
And 
she hated Ameri­ 
cans. 
To Herter this was a challenge. 
He tried to change her stubborn 
ideas. 
His best 
was not 
good 
enough. 
He offered the woman 
I and her husband a trip to America 
I to see the country and the people. 
She turned him down. 
“ I have 
studied many Americans closely,” 
she told him. 
“You 
don’t 
feel 
. passionately about anything—your 
: country or your religion. 
I know 
that what you have is evil.”

stories. Governor Herter pointed 
to another challenge that has been 
given to America in the last few 
days by Communist Party Secre­ 
tary Khrushchev in Moscow.

President Asks

Mr. Eisenhower underlined his 
serious concern over the Middle 
Eastern crisis and other foreign 
policy affairs by saying he will 
meet briefly tonight with Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles.

Kremlin Action on Stalin 
To Put 'Thought Control' 
To Historic Test in Russia

The Kremlin evidently has de­ 
cided 
to 
put 
its 
Communist 
“ thought control” system to a his­ 
toric test. 
Russians 
are being 
asked 
to 
believe that Josef Stalin, elevated 
to Red sainthood on his 70th birth­ 
day in 1949, actually was a general 
no-good. 
That ought not to be difficult. 
It 
certainly was no secret even from 
the people themselves. 
They know all about the secret 
police. 
They knew about the slave 
labor cam ps in which millions of 
people were worked and .starved 
to death. 
They knew about 
tho 
police spies in 
their own 
social 
circles, even in their own fam i­ 
lies. 


In Two Parts 


The real test which the handful 
of Russia’s leaders have decided 
to risk is their attem pt to put over 
the idea that they, like the people, 
were 
victims 
of Stalin’s lunatic 
dictatorship. 
It is impossible not to believe 
that people will not ask about P re­ 
mier Nikolai A. 
Bulganin. Com­ 
munist 
Party 
leader Nikita 
S 
Khrushchev 
and the 
rest: 
And 
where were you all the time? 
All 
the men in 
the Presidium 
of 
the Central 
Committee of the 
Commuist 
Party, 
the rulers of 
Russia, were close collaborators of 
Stalin. 
It was they who elevated him to 
sainthood, they who helped to send 
Communists and noncommunists 
alike to the slave labor camps, 
they who made Russia itself 
a 
gigantic slave camp. 
Stalin’s life in power 
is 
now 
being divided into two parts. First, 
the period between 1917 and 1934 
when he collaborated 
with Lenin, 
succeeded Lenin and consolidated 
his 
own 
power. 
Secondly, 
the 
period from 1934 until his death in 
1953, when he ruled as absolute 
dictator. 


Won't Be Easy 


But Bulganin, Khrushchev and 
the rest were 
Communists 
long 
before 1934. 
They were co-direc­ 
tors of the Red terror. 
They, too, 
shared responsibility for the fam ­ 
ine 
of 1932-1933 
in which untold 
millions died, a famine caused by 


ruthless farm collectivization. 
After 1934, 
Bulganin, 
Khrush­ 
chev and the re>t cooperated with 
Stalin in the purge trials of 
the 
mid-1930s, when he wiped out the 
“ Old Bolsheviks” who had been 
his closest colleagues. 
It was relatively easy for Stalin 
to concoct the evidence on which 
these men were judicially murder­ 
ed. 
Also, the victims themselves 
were dedicated C o rn rn u n i s t s. 
Though confessions were extorted 
from them by torture, many of 
them 
seemed 
to cooperate 
in 
their own denunciation. They. too. 
were thought controlled. 
It is not going to he so easy for 
these men to convince 
Russia’s 
200 million people, or even its 7 
million members of the Commun­ 
ist Party, to swallow the idea that 
they were guiltless. 
Nevertheless, 
it 
is quite plain 
that the men in the Kremlin are 
convinced that they can get away 
with it. 
Henry Shapiro, chief I

turned there Inst fall after a stay 
in the United States. 
Shapiro has 
spent mod of tho lav! 23 years in 
Russia. 
One of the first things he 
noted was a now air of confidence 
among tho top leaders.

debunk Stalin and had 
decided 
Russian people would buy the new 
party line.

Public Aid Rolls 


In Stale Decline. 


During January 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. - Illinois 
public assistance rolls in January 
totaled 280,751, a decline of 14,815 
from the same month last year, a 
report by G arrett W. Kcaster, ex­ 
ecutive 
secretary 
of the Illinois 
Public Aid Commission, showed 
today. 


Expenditures for the five pub­ 
lic assistance program s amounted 
to $12,646,040, a drop 
of $186,887 
from January, 1955. 
In 
Decem­ 
ber, 1955, the 276,446 persons on 
the rolls received a 
total of $12,- 
572,073. 


In the 
general assistance 
pro­ 
gram there were 91,082 recipients 
in Janua/y this year with expendi­ 
tures 
oi $3,351,436. 
This 
repre­ 
sented a caseload decline of 17,196 
and 
a drop in expenditures 
of 
$2J4,362 from January, 1955. 
In 
December there were 87,488 re­ 
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cipients and expenditures totaled 
$3,292,719.. 
The number of old age assist­ 
ance recipients fell from 98,118 in 
January last year to 93,057 in the 
same month this year. 
Expendi­ 
tures, which amounted to $5,814,- 
735 in January, 1955, dropped to 
$5,589,513 in January this year. In 
December the caseload was 93,455 
and expenditures were $5,621,924. 
Blind assistance rolls totaled 3,- 
480 with expenditures of $232,770 
in January. 
A year ago the case- 
load^was 3.594 while expenditures 
amounted to $233,136. 
In Decem­ 
ber, 1955, the figures were 3,497 
and $234,427. 
Disability 
assistance 
costing 
$510,974 went to 6,400 persons 
in 
January, an increase of $38,854 in 
expenditures and 491 ir. recipients 
over the sam e month la^t 
year. 
The rolls numbered 6,333 and ex­ 
penditures totaled $502,461 in De­ 
cember.
